Barber circled the postoffice build- 
ing corridors and slipped down’ the 
stairs on the north side and out into 
Poplar street. He turned into Fairlie 
and then into Luckie with Green just 
20 feet behind him. On Luckie, Bar- 
ber headed back toward Forsyth street 
and, at the Rialto theater corner, slip- 
ped past a doorman and dropped quiet- 
ly into a seat. Green followed him. 

Even in the darkened house, Barber 
was easily detectable. He was wearing 
a blue sports sweater. Green gripped 
his arm and handcuffs were slapped 
on Barber's wrist and kept there until 
he had pleaded not guilty before Judge 
Griffith and had been locked up in 
Fulton tower until he can make bond. 

Barber is accused by government 
agents of having been an agent for 
Joe Tom Fink, who, with Elizabeth 
Lancaster, was arrested in a house on 
Simpson street last Friday.

RAILWAY RIFLES ~

Coast Defense Guns Will Be 


Shot for First Time 
in 8 Years.

Troops will surround the firing 
station and military police will pa- 
trol the vicinity to prevent spectators 
from approaching the danger zone. 
Captain Warren C. Rudder will com 
mand the actual firing of the guns, 
which will be manned by a ccast ar 
tillery regiment and by reserves.

New York.” 

An impartial investigation made 
last January supports Governor Fu- 
trelle’s charge that “agitators are 
responsible for the trouble.” At 
that time H. L. Mitchell, executive 
secretary of the union, denied that 
it was controlled and _ financed 
through “a direct relationship with 
soviet Russia, and in calling for a 
congressional investigation said the 
foremost objective of the union 
now is for government legislation 
that would force plantation owners 
to sell all the land except 160 acres 
in order that the sharecroppers and 
renters might have homes and lands 
of their own.

Europe Swarms 


With Spies. 


More than 1,000 spies who are paid 
hundreds of thousands of pounds a 
year by 20 governments, are working 
in Britain alone today, it has just 
been revealed. From eyery country 
they come, living here as businessmen, 
posing as tourists, employed at great 
factories. They are out to learn the 
nation’s secrets and willing to spend 
big money for them. 

With the new race in armamegts, 
the spy business has begun to flourish 
again. Officially, military, naval and 
air attaches of all embassies are given 
information, and pass it on to the 
country they represent. No govern- 
ment is satisfied with the information 
collected in this way, however, and 
invariably, has a number of “unoffi- 
cial agents” or spies, working in the 
country. London, for instance, swarms 
with spies of every nationality. Many 
live quietly in the surburbs or carry 
on some business as a blind. Last 
week's trial and sentence to three 
years’ imprisonment of Dr. Hans 
Wesemann, the nazi agent who kid- 
naped Dr. Berthold Tago out of 
Switzerland and delivered him to the 
German secret police, reveals’ the 
method employed by these nazi spies 
—the most dangerous, most numerous 
in Britain today. They spy on German 
refugees, reporting their activities and 
those of the organizations which are 
helping them to the Gestapo, Goering’s 
secret police. Jacob was treated as a 
friend by the nazi spy, given drugged 
wine to drink and smuggled over the 
border, there to be arrested by the 
Gestapo, put in chains, and threatened 
with the scaffold if he did not give 
them information.

_ The purpose of the large doses of 
iron given for hypochromic anemia 
is not to put so much iron in the 
blood, for of course that does not 
happen. The medicinal iron serves 
rather to combine with and neutralize 
sulphur-compounds in the alimentary 
tract which interfere with the assimi- 
lation of food iron—and as I think, 
interfere with the assimilation of 
vitamins. °

“This newspaper,” the editorial 
says, “is older by 13 years than the 
republican party. It saw the first re- 
publican president lead the task of 
preserving the nation. It has been 
proud to play its part in a long and 
distinguished record. *

“But it is American before it is re- 
publican. In the crisis of the 1850's 
the Tribune aided in the formation of 
the new republican party out of free- 
soilers, whigs, democrats. We believe 
that a rebirth of the party must take 
place today if it is to continue to 
serve the nation in the spirit in 
which it was founded. 

“The candidates named at Cleve- 
land next week will be the candidates 
not only of the republican party but 
of millions of democrats who distrust 
the Roosevelt administration. We 
urge the convention to name their 
ticket and write their platform to rep- 
resent this fact. 

“We ask, first, that a democrat be 
named for the vice presidency. His 
nomination offers the one clear way 
of symbolizing to the voter what is 
happening. He should be a democrat 
who has made plain his loyalty to the 
American system. He should have a 
national reputation and be of presi- 
dential stature—a democrat such as 
Senator Byrd, former Governor Ely, 
Newton D. Baker or Lewis Douglas. 
With this nomination should go a 
pledge that the best ability of the 
country, regardless of party lines, will 
be united in the coming administra- 


tion.”’

The editorial suggests that such 
move is politically expedient particu- 
larly since a republican president 
would have to deal with a democratic 
senate and would be helped by having 
a democrat as presiding officer of 
that body. 

For the platform it calls for a 
stand favorable to foreign trade with 
tariff schedules ‘“‘revised in the light 
of current needs.” It calls for a 
pledge against monopoly; “home rule” 
in the handling of relief, sound 
money and sound finance.

CYRUS M'CORMICK, 77, 


Heart Attack Fatal to Re- 
tired Head of Interna- 
tional Harvester. 


CHICAGO, June 2.—()—Cyrus 
Hall McCormick, 77, son of the in- 
ventor of the reaper and possessor of 
one of the country’s great fortunes, 
died today after a short illness. 


The end came to the retired cha’-- 
man of the International Harvester 
Company—an industrial outgrowth of 
his father’s invention which he had a 
leading hand in developing—at his 
Lake Forest estate, Walden,’ at 11:30 
a.m. (Atlanta time) in the presence 
of his wife and elder son, Cyrus Jr. 

The internationally known capital- 
ist and philanthropist had been under 
the care of physicians since NSatur- 
day when he was stricken with a 
heart attack. 

Born in Washington, D. C., May 16, 
1859, as a boy he had aided his father, 


ing and expanding his reaper patents. 
In 1884 on the inventor’s death, he 
succeeded to the presidency of the Mc- 
Cormick Harvester Machine Company. 

When his concern became one of the 
major units of the farm implement 
merger known as the International 
Harvester Company, in 1902, he was 
chosen president of the huge organiza- 
tion. Under his guidance as president, « 
until 1918, and chairman of the board.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—f)— 
An assertion that the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company had at- 
tempted to forge public opinion into 
an instrument for effecting rate in- 
creases was made to the Communica- 
tions Commission today by Samuel 
Becker, special FCC counsel.

These operations, he testified, in- 
cluded newspaper advertising, talks to 
civic organizations, interviews with 
subscribers, posters and circulars dis- 
tributed among employes and the gen- 
eral public. 

Prepared Stories. 

Prepared stories, interviews and edi- 
torials were submitted to newspapers, 
Wilson said, “to give the editors the 
facts.” 

Becker asserted that favorable pub- 
lic sentiment to the company created 
by these practices was designed to 
banish apprehension by regulatory 
bodies that public condemnation would 
follow the granting of rate increases. 

“One reason you did this,” he told 
Wilson,” was to take away the possi- 
bility of adverse sentiment and give 
them (regulatory bodies) the courage 
to grant increases.’’

Margin Fixing by Federal Reserve 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—(P)— 
Urging lower margin requirements, 
representatives of the New York Stock 
Exchange have informed the. Feueral 
Reserve Board that present regula- 


tions are driving brokerage accounts 
to foreign financial centers. 

Board members, while making no 
public reply, today expressed the view 
that such a diversion of business was 
so small as to have no appreciable 
effect upon the market and not likely 
to grow to serious proportions because 
of the natural obstacles to trading at 
such a distance. 

Margin regulations, imposed by the 
board under the Securities Exchange 
Act, operate to require that purchases 
of stock be accompanied by per cent 
cash, with some few exceptions. 

The brokerage fraternity has been 
agitating for a reduction for weeks. 
In addition to the plea that present 
restrictions are driving their business 


have reduced hundreds of normally 
active accounts to virtually an inac- 
tive status. 


This, the brokers have contended, 
has resulted in a market predominated 
by a low volume of sales. With nan- 
merous traders on a restricted basis, 
they argued that the new regulations 
removed a considerable support which 
otherwise would make itself felt when 
prices tend to sag. 

The board ig reported to nave re- 
ceived this contention coldly, too, with 
some members attributing a dull mar- 
ket to various other factors.

West had too much _ defensive 
strength to attempt a sacrifice bid of 
six clubs against the five diamond 
bid, but on the other hand, he was 
not certain enough of defeating the 
contract to double it. He realized that 
the opponents must have extraordi- 
nary distribution to bid so aggres- 
sively when vulnerable, considering 
his own three and one-half plus honor 
tricks and East’s club raise. The lat- 
ter, also, he discounted largely, 
shrewdly surmising that it was based 
almost exclusively on distribution (as 
it was, of course). 

The real problem with which West 
was confronted was the opening lead. 
Carefully he considered the implica- 
tion of each bid. North, quite ob- 
viously, had a hand composed largely 
of spades and diamonds. He first had 
sounded out the major suit (spades) 
possibilities and later shown at least 
four of partner’s suit by his double 
raise from three to five diamonds. 
Clearly he did not fear an 11-trick 
contract, and therefore it was an odds- 
on-chance that he did not have as 
many as two losing clubs. The one 
question in West’s mind was the loca- 
tion of the heart king. And as to that, 
what was more likely than that, since 
North had a spade suit and strong 
diamond support, South should have 
the heart king as part of his bid? 

On this line of reasoning West se- 
lected his opening lead—the seven of 
clubs, away from the A K Q! The 
brilliance of his choice becomes ap- 
parent from a mere glance at the 
band. East, as West had hoped, held 
the first trick with the ten spot, an@ 
naturally shifted to a heart lead, to 
dummy’s weakness. West’s heart ten- 
ace took two tricks, for the contract’s 
defeat, : 

Obviously, on any other opening 
lead, no defense could have availed. 
Dummy’s spades would have been es- 
tablished by one ruff for five tricks, 
more than sufficient to permit the 
discarding of all South’s hearts.

Opinions were also 
voiced that congress would be unable 
to adjourn this week. 

In addition the European financial 
situation was still a thorn in the 
market’s flesh. Most observers express- 
ed doubts as to whether the new 
French cabinet could avoid franc de- 
valuation and a consequent unsettle- 
ment of world currencies. The franc 
was’a bit heavy most of the day in 
foreign exchange dealings, but the 
British pound advaneed to $5 for the 
second time since last February.

WHO WAS LOUIS PHILIPPE? 
One of “the archvillians of the 
French reign of terror was Louis, 
Duc d'Orleans, a direct descendant of 
King Louis XIII. To save his neck 
during the revolution he carried water 
on both shoulders. Affecting sympathy 
with the people’s cause, he renounced 
his titles, assumed the name f “Phil- 
ippe Egalite” (Equelity) and voted for 
the death of the unhappy Louis. XVI, 
his kinsman. 
But ail of this while he was paving 


his way ‘to escape the guillotine and, 
after the revolution should blow. over, 


secure successien to the throne to his 
own blood. He had taken to wife a 
royal princess, a kinswoman of his 
cousin the king, and his ambitions 
to have a son caused him great anx- 
iety for, according to the French law, 
no woman could succeed to’ the 
throne. So “Philip Equality” became 
the object of warm congratulation 
when it was announced that his first 
born was a boy, especially inasmuch 
“8 Louis XVI was at that time child- 
ess. 


Named Louis Philippe. 


This lad in whom the cidevant Duc 
d’Orleans centereu all ne hopes was 
named Louis Philippe. But Philippe 
Egalite’s schemes did not save his own 
villainous head. After the accession 
of the Jacobeans to power in the con- 
vention and within less than a year 
after the execution of his cousin, 
Louis XVI, he was carried to the 
dreadful guillotine. A year and a half 
later the little Dauphin of France dis- 
appeared. Then the young Louis Phil- 
ippe became involved in a conspiracy 
against the republic and was banished 
from France. His e-tate having been 
confiscated, he now found himself pen- 
niless and alone. 

Traveled Incognito. 

After teaching school for a season 
in Switzerland he traveled incognito 
through northern Europe and, declar- 
ing himself a Danish subject took pas- 
sage on board a ship bound for 
America. Landing i Philadelphia he 
was met by his two exiled brothers, 
and the three princes traveled through 
New England, explored the Great 
Lakes, toured the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi, saw the future site of the na- 
tional capital ond visited General 
Washington at Mount Vernon. Not 
until after he had been an exile from 
his beloved France for more than 20 
years did there come the final over- 
throw of Napoleon and the restora-

Permitted to Return Home. 


Louis Philippe was now allowed} 


to return home, but his travels in the 
land of the free had intensified those 
liberal and democratic ideals which— 
unlike “Philippe Egalite’—he cher- 
ished with honesty and sincerity. His 
espousal of these principles soon of-' 
fended Louis XVIII. But that mon- 
arch’s rule was shortly to end and 
next came the succession of Charles 
whose policies, dictated by the 
church, precipitated the three-day rev- 
olution of 1 and lost him the 
throne. “Philippe Egalite’s’ most cher- 
ished wish was now to be granted. 
The crown was given to Louis Phil- 
ippe as the result of an election by 
the deputies and peers swayed by the 
strong influence of Lafayette. 
Because of his espousal of the plain 
people the new monarch was hailed 
“the citizen king,” and he added to 
his popularity by calling himself “king 
of the French” rather than “king of 
France.” But like all popular idols, 
his days of influence were numbered. 
The populace grew weary of him. Aft- 
er he had reigned for 18 years another 
revolution broke forth and his throne 
was overturned. Disguising himself as 
a scullion, he crept down the servants’ 
stairway of the palace and, taking 
his queen with him, escaped to PEng- 
land, where he died two years later. 
Although official history states that 


King Louis Philippe was the son of 
“Philippe Egalite,” there were persist- 
ent traditions that he was of very 
humble birth. So far as “Philippe 
Egalite” himself was -oncerned. his 
private life had been quite as treach- 
erous as was his public career. His 
whole married life was a succession of 
intrigues, and several. noted person- 
a whose escutcheons bore the bar 
sinister traced their ancestry to him. 


Supposed Father of “Pamela.” 

By his children’s governess, the 
noted Madame de Genlis, he is sup- 
posed to have been the father of Ma- 
dame Cappelle, whose daughter, Ma- 
rie Lafarge, played the stellar role 
in the most sensational of French 
murder mysteries; also of that myste- 
rious creature of loveliness, the be- 
loved “Pamela,” who married the 
Irish martyr, Lord Edward Fitzger- 
ald. Indeed “Philippe Egalite’ knew 
no scruple that would thwart expe- 
diency. 

Therefore, Dame Gossip found ready 
listeners when she whispered about 
the chancelleries of Europe that old 
Phillipe’s ambitions had been thwart- 
ed by the stork and that a girl, born 
to him and his wife at the time when 
a son was devoutly desir 1, had been 
smuggled away and a boy substituted 
in her place. According to the story, 
this infant daughter, cheated out of 
her rightful place as a princess of the 
realm, was allowed to follow the ca- 
reer of a ballet dancer, although later 
partly compensated by marriage to a 
wealthy nobleman. 

So:: of Italian Jailer. 

King Louis Philippe, according to 
this story, was in reality an Italian 
peasant child, one Chiappini, the son 
of a jailer who was paid wel' for 
having his baby boy piaced in line for 
accession to the throne of France. The 
citizen king’s democratic ways and 
Sincere espousal of the people’s cause 
were supposed to have resulted from 
this plebeian blood. 

Whether the story was true or not, 
old Czar Nicholas placed his stamp 
of approval upon it, for once, in a 
moment of wrath, he exclaimed sneer- 
ingly of King Louis Philippe: 

“He is a common jailer’s son!”

the George-Healey housing bill, pro- 
viding for the collection of service 
charges by cities and municipalities 
from such low-cost housing projects 
as Techwood in Atlanta, has passed

Senator George, of Georgia, author 
of the senate bill, was willing to ac- 
cept the house amendments, urged by 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, of 
Georgia, which gave the federal hous- 
ing authorities the right to pay some- 
thing in lieu of taxes for sanitation, 
police, fire and other necessary serv- 
ices, but other members of the up- 
per chamber thought it ought to go 
to conference in order that all differ- 
ences might be worked out. 

It is expected senate and house 
conferées will be named by Vice Presi- 
dent Garner and Speakér Byrns not 
later than tomorrow. 

Representative Ramspeck declared 
that if the measure emerged from con- 
ference as he expected it would, the 
service charges to be paid by hous- 
ing authorities would be fixed by 
Public Works Administrator Ickes and 
that they might be based on a rental 
per room per month of $6.31. 

Ramspeck explained that there was 
ample precedent for his demand that 
the housing authorities pay some- 
thing to the city in lieu of taxes. “Con- 
gress has already set a precedent in 
this matter, it seems to me, in the leg- 
islation dealing with the Tennessee 
Valley Authority,” he said, “where it 
was provided that 5 per cent of the 
groas receipts should go to the states 
of Tennessee and Alabama on the the- 
ory, as I understand, that the govern- 
ment was engaging in a _ business 
which had heretofore been a private 
business. I think the same principle 
applies here. We are engaging in 
something that the government has 
never been in before.”

Technical addresses were made by 
Charles M. Farrar, secretary of the 
Atlanta Coal Merchants’ Credit As- 
sociation; Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, 
state director of public health; Dr. 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
city schools, and James ©. Bryan, 
smoke commissioner of St. Louis and 
president oi the association. 

President’s Ball. 

The president’s ball was held last 
night on the Ansley roof. 5 

Gallaher said office building, rail- 
roads and industrial plants have 
“helped Atlanta wo d. ‘fully in les- 
sening the smoke menace, and we are 
proud to say that 25 per cent of our 
trouble ha: been eliminated by them.” 
He declared small homes, apartment 
buildings and smal] industrial plants 
numbered 75 per cent of the city’s of- 
fenders, and pointed .1t the need of 
an educational program.

It will 
save thousands of dollars in fuel, les- 
sen repairs and paintings of buildings 
and reduce the suffering of ill health.”

Racial, Religious Intolerance 
in Germany Scored by 


Churchmen. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 2—(2)— 
The general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church of the U. 8. A. heard 
echoes of its fundamentalist-modernist 
fight today, protests against “racial 
and religious intolerance in Germany,” 
and an attack on war as “immoral, 
uneconomical and unhuman.” 

The fundamentalist-modernist con- 
troversy, which has bobbed up almost 
daily during the 148th annua! gather- 
ing of the church, appeared’ again 
when formal protest was lodged by 
the “Machenites” against the suspen- 
sion of the Rey. Dr. J. Gresham 
Machen, of Philadelphia, Pa., and six 
associates for organizing an independ- 
ent board of foreign missions. The 
board rivaled the official group of the 
church and the Rev. Dr. chen and 


their connection with it. 

The protest was signed by a dozen 
clergymen, sympathetic with the 
fundamentalist movement led by Dr. 
Machen, asserted that the assembly’s 
action “changes the terms of ministe- 
rial communion in the church, amends 
the constitution by indirection and 
adds requirements not laid down in 
the organic law.” 

The group led by Dr. Machen mean- 
while continued its plans for the for- 
‘mation of what it said was a “real, 
separate church” at a meeting in 
Philadelphia, Pa., beginning June 11. 

Earlier in the day the assembly 
adopted a resolution protesting the 
“racial and religious intolerance now 
being carried on in Germany.” 

The _ resolution was offered by the 
Rev. Benjamin F. Farber, of New 
York city.

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Universal Draft in Time of War 
Opposed by Senate Committee 


Munitions Group in Report Suggests National Referendum 
on Subject; Growth of Dictatorship Is Hit. 


WASHINGTON, June 2,—(?)— 
War Department plans for a universal 
draft of male citizens in time of war 
were opposed by the senate munitions 
committee today in a report suggest- 
ing a national referendum on the sub- 
ject. 

“In view of the growth of dicta- 
torships in the world using labor un- 
der military control,” they told the 
senate, “it is very. important that the 
people weigh the grave dangers to our 
democracy involved in the draft of 
manpower and labor under the condi- 
tions proposed. 

“The price of a war may be actual 
operating dictatorship, under military 
control, in this country. Possibly, un- 
der certain circumstances, that price 
will not be too high for the people 
to desire to pay it. 

“But in this matter the committee 
suggests that congress consider put- 
ting a limitation upon its own powers, 
and submit a national referendum at 
the election in 1938 on the military

The committee’s report was direct- 
ed at a series of seven bills embody- 
ing the War Department's prog am 
for industrial mobilization in time of 
war. The committee noted that sev- 
eral of the War Department’s pro- 
posals were embodiec in its own rec- 
ommendations for legislation, but op- 
posed most of the balance. 


Three r ore reports will be submit- 
ted by the committee before the end 
of the session, dealing with neutrality, 
the cost of nationalizing muntions 
making, and the bank interest in mu- 
nitions and war. 


The War Department’s proposals 
for government procurement, price 
control and taxation, the committee 
said, “cannot eliminate entirely prof- 
iteering or inflation.” It said it 
found little experience in the past 
war to _indicate the plan “will sue- 
cessfully take the profits out of war 
and much evidence to indicate that 
it' will not do so.”
